The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
2. Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed (see evidence claim 34 or/and 41, for example, that do not require the "first housing 
opening", "second housing opening", "inner member rotatable relative to the housing", "seal 
moving with inner member", "radially outwardly disposed outer member", "a plurality of 
bearings" and/or assembly removably positionable within the housing" called for in the 
subcombination claims). The subcombination has separate utility such as a rotating blowout 
preventer associated with a drilling platform or structure at or above the surface of the body 
of water and which structure is so constructed or anchored by means of fixed rigid supports 
(e.g., piles) as to be nonbuoyant or unaffected by the normal wave or tide action of the 
body of water. Further, the subcombination claim can also be used as a tubing saver rotator 
that allow a tubing string supporting a downhole pump inside a marine riser of a subsea well 
to be rotated to distribute the wear in the tubing string evenly. 
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3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and the search required for 
Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
